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Family mourns 
'beloved mom,’ 
'perfect sister'

Estranged husband 
charged in murder 


Family members are mourning 
a woman they described as the 
“perfect sister,” who was killed 
last week in what police have 
now deemed a homicide. 

Police were initially called 
to a home in the Castledowns 
neighbourhood in the area of 
Warwick Road after reports of 
an injured woman last Monday 
evening. 

Aileen (Gina) Robinson, 54, 
was rushed to hospital but died 
on Wednesday, and an autopsy 
confirmed Friday her death 
was a homicide, the result of 
blunt-force trauma. 


Initially police were unsure 
what had caused Robinson’s 
injuries, but on Saturday they 
announced they had charged 
Gilbert Paul Robinson, 58, with 
second-degree murder. 

In a statement, police said 
they had determined the injur¬ 
ies were the result of an aggra¬ 
vated assault. 

Robinson has been iden¬ 
tified as Gina’s estranged 
husband. 

Gina’s brother, Reg Chim- 
lco, spoke to reporters Sunday 
and said the loss to the family 
has been immense. 

“Our family has been 
greatly impacted by this tragic 
event,” he said while holding 
back tears. “Gina was a be¬ 
loved mom, co-worker, sister 
and friend. She leaves behind 
her two children, Amanda and 
Paul, as well as her siblings.” 

Chimlco spoke to reporters 
with family at his side and said

his sister had an incredible out¬ 
look on life and a spirit that 
eveiyone would miss. 

“Gina lit up the room when¬ 
ever she entered and her laugh 
was infectious. She cared about 
her family and eveiyone and 
loved children dearly,” he said. 
“She was the perfect sister. If 
God could bless anybody, he 
did us.”

of pharmacy 
loyalty plans 
causing pain 
for patients 

Alberta pharmacists’ plan to 
put an end to loyalty pro¬ 
grams, Air Miles and other 
inducements has people who 
spend much of their income 
on medication concerned. 

Roxanne Stewart, vice- 
president of the Edmonton- 
based Chronic Pain Associa¬ 
tion of Canada, said she has 
heard from many concerned 
patients since the change was 
announced. 

The change, which the 
Alberta College of Pharmacists 
plans to implement on May 1, 
would stop pharmacists from 
offering points or other loyalty 
programs for drug purchases. 

Stewart said for at least 
one chronic pain sufferer she 
has talked to, those points are 
desperately needed. 

“He’s using them to buy 
groceries, because his income 
is so limited,” she said. 

Stewart said she is frustrat¬ 
ed the college didn’t consult 
with the public more broadly 
and she has joined thousands 
of people who have signed an 
online petition calling for the 
government to step in. 

“That process seems to be 
lacking and the college of phar¬ 
macists seems to have jumped 
ahead to a ban,” he said. 

Kit Poon, a pharmacist and 
owner of a small pharmacy in 
Stony Plain, said the college 
made the right decision end¬ 
ing the practice. 

“We think as health profes¬ 
sionals first and, from a health 
standpoint, there really is 
no point to an inducement,” 
he said, adding he has seen 
patients bring back unused 
drugs purchased only to col¬ 
lect points.

Students at a north Edmon¬ 
ton school are one step closer 
to jumping onto their veiy 
own playground as the prov¬ 
ince handed over a cheque for 
$125,000 Sunday. 

After more than four 


years of fundraising for the 
$635,000 needed to build the 
district playground facility 
and $80,000 basketball court, 
parents at Florence Hallock 
School are calling the latest 
funding approval a step in the 
right direction. 

“This is a big deal,” said 
Noela Shields, parent co¬ 
ordinator for the playground 
project. 

Working to raise match¬ 
ing funds, the parents were 
pleasantly surprised to learn 
last week the province would 
supply the cash sooner than 
expected. 

“We still have to have all 
the money in place; it just 
gives us time and breathing 


room,” Shields said about the 
funds, which were part of the 
province’s Community Facility 
Enhancement. 

While building a play¬ 
ground might not seem like an 
unusual burden in Alberta, par¬ 
ents at Florence Hallock have 
been working since the school 
opened in 2010 to raise funds 
for a playground that meets 
the city’s code for their com¬ 
munity, which involves a far 
larger scale than a typical park. 

With around $100,000 in 
the bank thanks to corporate 
donations and many bottle 
drives, bingos and popcorn 
sales, the group is now hoping 
to have all the money required 
to meet a grant-matching dead-

line put forward by the city. 

“The group that started all 
of this is over the moon, be¬ 
cause these big cheques are 
what we were waiting for, but 
we couldn’t apply for them 
when we didn’t have money in 
the bank,” Shields said. 

MLA Janice Sarich said Sun¬ 
day was a veiy proud day for 
parents. 

“The community has shoul¬ 
dered (this project) since the 
school was built,” she said.

Edmonton Public Schools 
announced earlier this

For Fidler, the new 
school means revitalizing 
education centres in the 
community. 


“We have a lot of fam¬ 
ilies who have moved their 
kids out of our local schools 
for a variety of different 
reasons,” she said, noting 
parents have been directing 
their kids to Mount Royal 
School or into the Catholic 
system. 

While Fidler said the re¬ 
sponse for a new school has 
been positive, parents still 
want to maintain the small- 
school atmosphere. 


“The biggest thing I’ve 
heard is people like small 
schools because there is a 
sense their child is known 
by everybody,” Fidler said. 
“People want to maintain 
that feeling, that sense of 
smaller school and smaller 
town.” 

The school board will be 
back in the area on May 21 
to discuss the closure of R.J. 
Scott, Rundle and Lawton 
schools.

Survivors recall 

tales of traumas 


Annual Holocaust 
remembrance. On April 
28 , Israel will stand 
still to honour the six 
million victims of the 
Nazi genocide 


In an annual ritual, Israel will 
come to a standstill Monday 
morning for the country's of¬ 
ficial Holocaust remembrance 
day. Air raid sirens will wail 
across the country as pedes¬ 
trians stop in their tracks and 
drivers exit their vehicles and 
bow their heads to honour the 
six million victims of the Nazi 
genocide of the Second World 
War that wiped out a third of 
world Jewry. 

The Associated Press asked a 
group of Holocaust survivors to 
share their strongest memoiy. 

Asher Aud (Sieradski), 86 
(Poland): Married, three chil¬ 
dren and 10 grandchildren. Re¬ 
tired from Israel Militaiy Indus¬ 
tries, a state-owned weapons 
manufacturer. 

Asher Aud’s odyssey reads 
like a histoiy of the Holocaust’s 
horrors. Over six years, he was 
separated from his parents and 
siblings in his native Polish 
town of Zdunslca Wola, then 
scavenged for scraps of bread, 
and staved off a debilitating ill¬ 
ness alone in the Lodz ghetto 


before he was taken to the 
Auschwitz death camp. 

Of all the atrocities he en¬ 
dured, Aud said parting from 
his mother at the age of 14 was 
the most traumatic. 

In September 1942, the 
Nazis rounded up the Jewish 
community inside the local 
cemeteiy and were preparing 
to deport them. 

“The Germans walked 
among us and any time they 
saw a mother with a child, they 
tore the child from her arms 
and threw them into the back 
of trucks.” 

“I looked around and I just 
said, ‘Mother, this is where we 
are going to be separated,’” he 
said. 

Shmuel Bogler, 84 (Hun- 
gaiy): Married, two children, 
five grandchildren. Retired po¬ 
lice officer. 

Shmuel Bogler never had 
the opportunity to say goodbye 
to his family, rounded up from 
their home in Bodroglceresztur 
and transported to Auschwitz. 

“The first thing they did 
was beat us and separate the 
women from the men. It hap¬ 
pened so quickly, I couldn’t 
even part from my mother and 
sister,” he said. 

Jacob Philipson Armon, 
76 (The Netherlands): Married, 
two children, one grandchild. 
Retired from Israeli defence 
contractor Rafael. 

For Jacob Philipson Armon,

memories are hard to come by. 
He was only two when Holland 
was captured by the Nazis, and 
three years later he went into 
hiding, like his more famous 
compatriot Anne Frank. The 
family’s five children were dis¬ 
persed among various non-Jews 
who risked their lives to protect 
them. 

The most traumatic thing 
he recalls was when German 
troops kicked down the door of 
the home of his protector, Kit 
Winkel, and searched for Jews. 

“They burst into the house 
and started to search for docu¬ 
ments, turning over furniture 
and tearing down wallpaper 
... I sat frozen, not daring to 
move,” he said.

Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas called

Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu 
brushed aside the com¬ 
ments, saying Abbas’s 
attempts to reconcile with 
Hamas raised doubts about 
his intentions.

South Korea’s prime minister 
resigned Sunday over the gov¬ 
ernment’s handling of a feriy 
sinking that has left more 
than 300 people dead or mis¬ 
sing and led to widespread 
shame, fuiy and finger-point¬ 
ing, blaming “deep-rooted 
evils” in society for the tra- 
gedy. 

South Korean power 
is concentrated in the 
president, so Chung Hong- 
won’s resignation appears 
to be symbolic. Presidential 
spokesman Min Kyung-woolc 
said President Park Geun-hye 
would accept the resignation, 
but did not say when Chung 
would leave office. Chung’s 
resignation comes amid ris¬ 
ing indignation over claims 
by the victims’ relatives that 
the government did not do 


enough to rescue or protect 
their loved ones. Most of the 
dead and missing were high 
school students. 

Officials have taken into 
custody all 15 people navigat¬ 
ing the Sewol. 

A prosecutor revealed that 
investigators were looking 
into communications made 
as the ship sank between a 
crew member and the com¬ 
pany that owns the ferry. 

Chung was heckled by vic¬ 
tims’ relatives and the PM’s 
car was blocked when he vis¬ 
ited an island near the site of 
the sinking. 

The Ministry of Oceans 
and Fisheries said it would 
soon change ferry systems 
so that passenger, vehicle 
and cargo information is pro¬ 
cessed electronically. There 
is not only uncertainty about 
how many people were on 
the Sewol, but a huge discrep¬ 
ancy regarding the amount of 
cargo it was cariying when 
it sank. The prosecutor said 
that the cause of the sink¬ 
ing could be due to excessive 
veering or improper stow¬ 
age of cargo or other causes.

France’s interior minister says 
prosecutors have opened a 
preliminary investigation of 
two Paris policemen in con¬ 
nection with the suspected 
rape of a Canadian tourist 
inside police headquarters. 

A statement Sunday said 
both officers, as yet unnamed, 
as well as a third who wasn’t 
charged but is named as a 
witness, have been placed 
on suspension pending the 
outcome. 

Prosecutors are investigat¬ 
ing an accusation of gang rape 
made by the Canadian tourist. 
French media reports say the 
woman met the off-duty police 
officers in a nearby bar. 

The police headquarters, 
on an island in the Seine 
River, is home to Paris judicial 
police and is often evoked in 
France by its address, 36 Quai 
des Orfevres. Reports say the 
woman was distraught on 
leaving the headquarters and 
told another officer that she 
had been raped. Four officers 
were initially placed in police 
custody following the accusa¬ 
tions. The two officers subject 
to the preliminaiy investiga¬ 
tion were released on bail, the 
two others without charges.

Hungary downplaying its role 
in Holocaust, Jewish groups say 


Speakers at an event in Buda¬ 
pest Sunday commemorating 
the 70th anniversaiy of the 
Holocaust in Hungaiy called for 
dialogue with the government, 
condemning its plans for a dis¬ 
puted memorial to Nazi Ger¬ 
many’s 1944 occupation. 

Thousands took part in 
Sunday’s “March of the Liv¬ 


ing” remembrance walk, 
which was held for the 12th 
time in Budapest. 

Over the past several 
months, Hungarian Jewish 
groups have expressed their 
frustration at what they say 
are efforts by Prime Minister 
Viktor Orban’s government 
to diminish the role local 


authorities had in the death 
of about 550,000 Hungarian 
Jews in the Holocaust. 

Government officials have 
said repeatedly that Hungar¬ 
ians were both perpetrators 
and victims of the Holocaust. 
President Janos Ader said 
Auschwitz, where a third of 
those killed in the death camp 


were Hungarian Jews, “forms 
part of Hungarian histoiy” 
Hungary was on Ger¬ 
many’s side during the war, 
but Germany invaded after 
Hitler became suspicious that 
Hungaiy was looking for a 
way out and to reach a peace 
deal with the Allied forces.

A German coronavirus expert 
says the virus responsible for 
the MERS infection appears 
not to have changed. 

Dr. Christian Drosten says 
based on what his laboratory 
has seen so far, this month’s 
surge in MERS cases cannot 
be explained by mutations in 
the virus. Drosten’s lab at the 
University of Bonn has been 
looking at genetic sequences 
of RNA drawn from samples 
from 30 recent cases from 
Jidda, Saudi Arabia, where 
the largest increase in cases 
has occurred. 

In an email, Drosten says 
the lab has sequenced three 
nearly full genomes and they 
see no signs of significant 
changes that could account 
for the increase in cases. 

Earlier work on the 
samples showed no major 
changes in any of sequences, 
though at that point only a 
small part of the genome of 
each had been sequenced. 

Drosten says the increase 
in cases may be due to in-

The number of new 
cases has spiked sharply this 
month, leaving experts wor¬ 
ried about the possibility that 
the virus might have become 
more transmissible among

Supporters of Egypt’s ousted 
Islamist president said Sun¬ 
day they will boycott the 
countiy’s upcoming presi¬ 
dential elections as a court 
sentenced 40 people to up to 
15 years in prison over char¬ 
ges linking them to violent 
demonstrations last summer. 

An alliance led by the Mus¬ 
lim Brotherhood, the group 
from which toppled President 
Mohammed Morsi hails, said 
the presidency is “not vacant” 
and called the upcoming May 
26-27 election a “farce.” 


Former field marshal 
Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi, who 
led the overthrow of Morsi 
in July after millions dem¬ 
onstrated against him, is the 
front-runner in the upcoming 
elections. He faces Hamdeen 
Sabahi, a former left-leaning 
presidential candidate. 

The Brotherhood-led alli¬ 
ance also boycotted Egypt’s 
January vote on a new consti¬ 
tution, which saw nearly 20 
million people overwhelm¬ 
ingly support the charter. 

Egypt has been plagued by 


unrest and militant attacks 
since the July overthrow. 
Egypt’s militaiy-backed inter¬ 
im government has launched 
a sweeping campaign against 
Morsi’s backers and Brother¬ 
hood members, killing hun¬ 
dreds and jailing thousands. 

The government has 
branded the Brotherhood 
group as a terrorist organiza¬ 
tion and blamed it for a wave 
of bombings and suicide at¬ 
tacks that have left dozens of 
policemen dead and injured.

Trapped Muslims 
evacuated from 
capital under 
armed escort 

Heavily armed peacekeep¬ 
ers escorted some of the 
last remaining Muslims 
out of Central African 
Republic’s volatile capital 
on Sunday, trucking more 
than 1,300 people who for 
months had been trapped 
in Bangui by violent 
Christian militants. 

Within minutes of the 
convoy’s departure, an 
angiy swarm of neigh¬ 
bours descended upon the 
mosque in a scene of total 
anarchy. Tools in hand, 
they swiftly stole the 
loudspeaker used for the 
call to prayer and stripped 
the house of worship of 
its ceiling fan blades. 

Armed Congolese 
peacekeepers stood watch 
but did not attempt to 
stop the looting, even as 
teams of thieves stripped 
the metal roofs of nearby 
abandoned Muslim busi¬ 
nesses in the PK12 neigh¬ 
bourhood of Bangui. 

While previous groups 
have been taken to neigh¬ 
bouring Chad, Sunday’s 
convoys were headed to 
two towns in the north 
on the Central African Re¬ 
public side of the border. 

The exodus further 
partitions the countiy, 
a process that has been 
underway since Januaiy, 
when a Muslim rebel gov¬ 
ernment gave up power 
nearly a year after over¬ 
throwing the president.

The world’s largest bloc of 
Islamic countries is sending 
14 delegates to the Central Af¬ 
rican Republic on Tuesday to 
lead a fact-finding mission, ex¬ 
press solidarity with Muslims 
and contribute to any peace 
talks in the country wracked 
by sectarian bloodshed. 

The Organization of Islamic 
Cooperation says delegates will 
be in the capital, Bangui, for 
three days. Guinea’s Foreign 
Minister Lounceny Fall will 
head the delegation, which 
will include Turkey’s foreign 
minister and diplomats from 
some of the 57 member-states, 
as well as OIC Secretary-Gen¬ 
eral Iyad Ameen Madani and 
the body’s special envoy to 
the Central African Republic, 


Sheikh Tidiane Gadio. 

The OIC said Sunday in a 
statement to The Associated 
Press that the delegates are 
expected to meet with interim 
President Catherine Samba- 
Panza, the prime minister and 
foreign minister, as well as 
Muslim and Christian religious 
leaders. 

The Central African Repub¬ 
lic exploded into violence in 
early December amid mount¬ 
ing resentment toward a Mus¬ 
lim rebel government that had 
seized power in March 2013 
by overthrowing the president 
of a decade. The rebel leader- 
tumed-president had little con¬ 
trol over his forces, who were 
blamed for raping, torturing 
and killing civilians, particu¬ 
larly among the country’s 
Christian majority. 

Once the government fell 
in Januaiy, Christian militia 
fighters began attacking Mus¬ 
lim civilians, prompting tens 
of thousands to flee the coun¬ 
tiy and leaving an untold num¬ 
ber dead, the associated press

The insurgents in Slovyanslc 
have taken a number of people 
hostage, including journalists 
and pro-Ukraine activists, as 
they strengthen their control 
in the east of the countiy in 
defiance of the interim govern¬ 
ment in Kyiv and its Western 
supporters. 

On Sunday, they captured 
three Ukrainian security ser¬ 
vice officers, who were shown 
to Russian journalists bloodied 
and blindfolded with packing 
tape. Also on Sunday, a crowd 
of several hundred pro-Russia

There may be storm clouds 
hovering over the stock 
market. Perhaps it’s an op¬ 
portune time to follow an 
old investor’s adage: Sell in 
May and come back on St. 
Leger Day — the latter being 
the final event of the British 
horse-racing season, falling 
in mid-September. 


Statistics certainly sup¬ 
port a pattern of hot-weath¬ 
er doldrums. Going back to 
1926, the stock market’s 
average annual summer¬ 
time gain is just over four 
per cent, compared to seven 
per cent for the November- 
to-April period. 

This year there may 
even be a stronger reason 
to lighten up on stocks and 
equity mutual funds: We’re 
all waiting for a market 
tumble of more than 10 per 
cent. 


Corrections or pullbacks 
of less than 10 per cent are 
common and occur at least 
once a year, sometimes 
more. There have been five 
of them in the last three 
years. 

Bigger declines, in the 20 
per cent range, hit the mar¬ 
ket about every three and a 
half years.

one in the next six months. 

But before you rush off to 
sell everything, think again. 
Assuming your current in¬ 
vestments are quality ones, 
consider market declines as 
an opportunity. 


1. Have cash. Cash is oppor¬ 
tunity personified. When 
the market heads south, buy 
more of the strong stocks and 
funds in your portfolio. 

2. Evaluate. You can’t put 
No. 1 into effect unless you 
know your holdings are top 
notch. Reassess both mu¬ 
tual funds and stocks. If you 
have laggards, don’t throw 
good money after bad. Any 
mutual funds that have not 
been in the top 25 per cent 
(called the first quartile) of 


their category over five years 
are likely not worth owning. 
Your adviser or a site such as 
morningstar.ca can provide 
this information. 

3. Diversify. A market correc¬ 
tion is a great time to spread 
your investment dollars into 
different regions, such as the 
U.S., Europe or Asia.

The Americans is a show that 
thrives on never quite reveal¬ 
ing exactly what motivates its 
various spies and government 
agents. Who can be trusted, 
and who has a hidden agenda? 

While Noah Emmerich’s 
Stan Beeman navigates the 
intricacies of the FBI, his 
counterparts in the Russian 
Rezidentura have found a 
new face in their midst: Oleg 
Burov, played by Costa Ronin. 
Oleg received one of the 
show’s finer introductions, 
missing an important sum¬ 
mons from Rezidentura head 
Arkady Ivanovich (Lev Gorn) 
because he was listening to 
American music too loudly on 
his headphones. While Ark¬ 
ady was quick to write him 
off as a rich man’s son using 
his connections to get ahead, 
Oleg has proven resourceful. 

Oleg comes off as pretty 
confident about his spycraft, 
but as Ronin warns us, “that’s 
his persona.”

The Americans airs 
Wednesday nights at 10 
p.m. ET on FX Canada. 


It’s also the case with eveiy 
character on the show, says 
Ronin. “Eveiybody’s so good 
at hiding what they think and 
hiding what they feel because 
a small display of weakness 
can lead to somebody dying.” 

Oleg’s apparent bravado 
may be more for protection 
than anything else, even 
among the KGB agents. “He 
cannot let them see how 
smart he is, he cannot let 
them see how savvy he is, 
he cannot show them all the 
cards that he’s got.” 

Don’t always assume that 
stony-faced people in suits 
would make good agents, 


though. Ronin says good spies 
are “the friendliest people you 
will ever meet, the people 
who will bring cupcakes to 
your Sunday brunch, who will 
pick up your kids from school 
... To be the best, you cannot 
be thought of (as) being a spy.” 

Though Ronin was in¬ 
itially only signed on for 
two episodes, the producers 
decided to keep him on for 
more of the hit spy drama’s 
second season. As the sea¬ 
son has progressed, Oleg 
has begun a careful dance 
with Beeman, initiated after 
a slow-paced but intense car 
chase, of which Ronin says, 


“They did have to tell me to 
slow down a few times.” He 
begins blackmailing Beeman 
over his involvement with 
the poker-faced Rezidentura 
employee Nina (Annet Ma- 
hendru), whom Oleg also be¬ 
gins seeing. It’s all a careful 
balancing act. Will it all come 
crashing down on him? 

“The show’s about people 
and how they struggle with 
what they have to do,” says 
Ronin. What, exactly, will 
Oleg have to do? Keep watch¬ 
ing The Americans to see 
whether he’s just clever 
enough to stay ahead of the 
other spies.

Jackson renames 
final Hobbit film 

Peter Jackson is tweaking 
the ending of Bilbo Baggins’ 
journey. 

The Oscar-winning direc¬ 
tor says the original title of 
The Hobbit finale, There 
and Back Again, felt mis¬ 
placed since Baggins arrived 
at his destination in the 
second film. He says that 
title better suited a movie 
that wrapped up a two-part 
stoiy instead of a trilogy. 

So the final film based 
on the J.R.R. Tolkien fantasy 
adventure has being 
renamed The Hobbit: The 
Battle of the Five Armies. 

Jackson wrote about 
the decision on Faceboolc, 
saying that making the 
films was sometimes like 
the hobbit’s journey itself, 
“with hidden paths reveal¬ 
ing their secrets to us as 
we’ve gone along.”

New 
show asks strangers to 
use their detective skills 
to pair the person with 
their dwelling 


Whether it’s your choice of 
clothing or career, a new series 
seeks to explore whether the 
image presented to outsiders 
can reveal clues about your 
most treasured interior space 
— your home. 

In Who lives Here? which 
premieres Monday at 10 p.m. 
ET/PT on W Network, five stran¬ 
gers take turns visiting each 
other’s homes, relying solely on 
their detective slalls and pow¬ 
ers of perception to pair each 
person with his or her respect¬ 
ive dwelling. The winner takes 
home $1,000. 

The debut sees an interior de¬ 
signer, security services worker, 
entrepreneur, TV producer and 
hairstyhst attempting to deter¬ 
mine who among them fives in 
an urban home, converted gar¬ 
age, detached home, loft and 
bungalow. 

“You meet somebody for the 


first time and you’re processing 
all of this information on a cer¬ 
tain level and you’re making as¬ 
sumptions about who they are 
as a person, how they operate, 
all different aspects,” said series 
narrator Todd Talbot, who also 
co-hosts Love it Or List It Van¬ 
couver. 


“I think if you extend those 
thoughts to where they might 
five, it paints a picture. I don’t 
mean to get too philosophical 
about it, but we’re veiy fixated 
by our outward appearance in 
public.” 

The participants don’t shy 
away from critiquing spaces 


they visit. Talbot said while con¬ 
testants understand the nature 
of the show, they can still be af¬ 
fected by observations made by 
strangers. 

“It’s hard to hear somebody 
make fun of your home be¬ 
cause I think ultimately that 
it’s a reflection of who you are.

And maybe that’s not who you 
are that you show the public, 
but it is that internal vulner¬ 
able side.” 

Talbot said there are some 
people who are veiy bold and 
love to infuse their space with 
perhaps an even more magni¬ 
fied version of themselves. But 
in his experience, more people 
are hesitant to do so. 

“Especially when it comes 
to selling or showcasing their 
house, people tend to have this 
assumption that they need to 
depersonalize. And I think that 
idea of depersonalizing some¬ 
times gets sterile to the point 
where you don’t get a sense of 
who fives there.”

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Five ways we find ourselves 
buried in a mountain of debt

Often when people meet me 
out and about, they want to 
talk about the show At some 
point in our conversation they 
say something like, “How’d 
they get themselves in such a 
mess?” These are the people 
who can’t conceive of spending 
more than they make or having 
all that debt. Here are five ways 
it happens: 

1. No Money 
Management Skills 

Unfortunately, a lot of people 
were never taught the skills of 
money management. Each day 
people fly by the seat of their 
pants, hoping that things will 
turn out OK. Some days they 
do. Many days they don’t, and 
they end up running around 
firefighting to stay afloat. 

If you don’t know how much 
money you make, how will you 
know how much money you 
can spend? If you charge what¬ 
ever you’re buying on your 
credit card, but you don’t know 
how much you have to spend, 
how will you pay off that credit 
card when the bill comes in? 

A lack of money manage¬ 
ment skills is, perhaps, the big¬ 
gest predictor of financial fail¬ 
ure. All the credit counselling, 
all the bankruptcies, all the 
income in the world isn’t going

to save your butt if you don’t 
take the time to figure out how 
to use what you’ve got to your 
advantage. There are rules to 
follow, work to put in, and self- 
control to be applied. 

2. Underemployment 

Some people are just bom lazy, 
y’know. I’ve worked with more 
than one person who thinks 
that earning $14 an hour for 
37.5 hours a week is just fine. 

Bringing home $400 a week 
is fine, if you’re prepared to 
five on $400 a week. But most 
people aren’t. They want to 
drive cars, they want to take 
vacations, they want to have 
cellphones and premium cable 
and eveiything else their pals 
have. Sometimes when I tell 
these people to go make more 


money, they complain that it’ll 
take away from their Mommy 
or Daddy jobs. Yet many of 
those same people spend hours 
a day doing stuff that doesn’t in¬ 
volve their kids. THOSE are the 
hours you should be spending 
making more money. 

3 . Income Goes Down, 
Spending Doesn’t 

People get laid off from work. 
People get sick. People stay 
home to raise their children. 
Their incomes go down, some¬ 
times waaay down, but their 
spending doesn’t change. They 
use their credit cards, lines of 
credit and overdraft protection 
to fill the gap and then say they 
are surprised to find they are 
buried in debt. Then they get 
a consolidation loan or wrap 


the consumer debt up in their 
mortgages and go out and do it 
all over again. Of course, these 
same people could have built 
themselves a buffer against 
changes in their financial cir¬ 
cumstance, except for Reason 
No. 4. 

4 . No Savings 

We seem to have developed an 
aversion to saving. We use the 
excuse that we can’t get much 
return on our money right 
now, so what’s the point. Ha! 
Talk about justification. Wow. 
We’ve watched the savings rate 
plummet over the past three 
decades, hitting the negatives. 
How can that ever be a good 
thing? 

Of course, if we were will¬ 
ing to five on a little less now 


so that we’d have a cushion set 
aside in case we lost our jobs, 
we wouldn’t be pushed into 
Debt Hell quite so quickly. And 
if, knowing we were going to 
take time away from work to 
raise kids or go back to school, 
we set aside some money to see 
us through our future plans, we 
wouldn’t dig ourselves a tunnel 
to Debt Hell. 

5 . Getting Sick 

Some people believe they will 
never get sick. It’s why people 
don’t bother to get critical ill¬ 
ness insurance, disability insur¬ 
ance, or life insurance. In my 
mid-40s, my best friend died. 
She was also in her 40s. But be¬ 
fore she died, she had years of 
dealing with MS and then with 
breast cancer and finally brain 
cancer. 

If she hadn’t had disabil¬ 
ity insurance, she would have 
been totally screwed. As it was, 
eveiy month was a challenge 
financially. And believe me, she 
didn’t need any more aggrava¬ 
tion. 

Of course, you may not be 
the one to get sick. It may be 
your partner, at which point 
you better have some money 
to help pay for the things he or 
she used to. Or it may be a child 
or an elderly relative that caus¬ 
es you to lose time off work. 

There are life events that 
can contribute to pushing us 
into debt, but if we had been 
managing our money all along 

— saving some, covering our 
risks with insurance, being 
responsible with our money 

— those life events could have 
been a lot less painful.

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Wake -up call gets Arianna Huffington to 
redefine success as a good night’s sleep

Thrive. In her new

It took a collapse in her home 
office resulting from exhaus¬ 
tion and sleep deprivation for 
Arianna Huffington to truly 
wake up. 

As she worked relent¬ 
lessly to build her rapidly 
expanding media company, 
that fall on a spring morning 
in 2007 left Huffington with 
a broken cheekbone, an eye 
injuiy and a renewed resolve 
to re-examine her life. 

Yet long before the inci¬ 
dent, Huffington acknow¬ 
ledged there were other key 
moments that should have 
put her “sleep-deprived, 
burnt-out-fuelled existence 
into perspective.” The loss of 
her first child that was still¬ 
born. A breast cancer scare. 
Her divorce. 

In her new book Thrive 
(Harmony Books), Huffington 
proposes what she describes 
as a “Third Metric” to define 
success — one that extends 


beyond the pursuit of money 
and power. 

The co-founder and editor- 
in-chief of The Huffington 
Post Media Group includes 
the following as pillars of the 
Third Metric: self-care, well¬ 
being, wisdom, wonder, and 
giving. 

Huffington dedicated 
Thrive to her late mother, 
Elli, whom she saw as a true 
embodiment of the Third 
Metric, reinforced with anec¬ 
dotes of the spirited matri¬ 
arch woven throughout the 
book. 

“My mother was somebody 
who always lived life with an 
open heart, making connec¬ 
tions with people, not multi¬ 
tasking, all of the things that 
dominate our lives now were 
things that she realized were 
not going to lead to a life of 
meaning and purpose,” Huff¬ 
ington said in an interview in 
Toronto. 

“She truly believed — she 
taught my sister and me — in 
not missing the moment, and 
that happiness is really about 
being 100 per cent present in 
the moment of what we are 
doing. 

“Unfortunately, our minds 
often want to take us in the 
past, judging what we’ve 
done. Often, this voice that 


we all have in our heads that I 
call the obnoxious roommate 
... that puts us down, judges 
us constantly, questions our 
dreams, or our mind, wants 
to take us in the future worry¬ 
ing, being anxious about 
what’s going to happen.” 

In addition to touting the 
benefits of meditation, the 
self-described “sleep evangel¬ 
ist” recognized the import¬ 
ance of getting sufficient 
shut-eye after her collapse 
and started to read about the 
scientific value of sleep. 


“It’s really a miracle drug. 
It affects our health and well¬ 
being, our mental clarity, our 
capacity for joy,” said Huff¬ 
ington, who over time has 
gone from getting four to five 
hours of sleep a night to be¬ 
tween seven and eight. 

At the end of each section 
of Thrive she offers tips on 
small steps readers can take 
immediately to start charting 
a course to wellness.
